However, Applicant's Rep.urges the phrase "catalyst operating at room temperature to 
faciliate conversion of carbon monoxide" in the amended claims 1 and 22 is "structure". An agreement could not be 
reached since it is submitted that such phrase is directed to process limitation which does not impart structural 
limitation to the claimed invention. .
